The  Alumni  Hall  of  PUCC  will 
be  transformed  into  a  pageantry 
of  majesty  and  color  as  it  opens 
its  stage  to  a  Madrigal  Dinner 
and  Concert  on  Wednesday, 
December  20,  at  7:00  p.m.  The 
setting  based  on  the  Old  English 
and  Renaissance  style  banquet, 
will  be  a  formal  affair. 

A  "Madrigal"  is  a  form  of 
concerted  vocal  music  without 
accompaniment,  which 
originated  in  Italy  during  the  14th 
century  when  it  appeared  in 
poetical  as  well  as  in  musical 
form.  When  it  was  first  in¬ 
troduced  by  Jacopo  da  Bologna 
and  Giovanni  da  Cascia,  it  went 
over  big  and  their  influence 
spread  to  Germany,  France,  and 
Spain.  It  was  most  popular  and 
successful  during  the 
Renaissance  in  England  at  the 
time  of  Henry  VIII. 

Now  the  remote  past  can  once 
more  be  captured  to  reality, 
through  a  setting  based  on  the 


Old  English  style  banquet. 

Plans  are  being  completed  by 
the  Student  Activities  Bureau  to 
achieve  an  authentic  scene  of  the 
Old  European  celebration.  At¬ 
tendants  will  be  surrounded  with 
an  atmosphere  of  candelabras, 
fountains,  flags,  flowers,  the 
Wassail  Bowl,  a  flaming  dessert 
and  much  more.  Stained-glass 
windows  will  decorate  the  stage. 
There  will  three  long  tables,  a 
head  table  against  the  stage  and 
two  other  tables  extending  from 
each  side. 

Hors  d'oeuvres  and  other  ap¬ 
petizers  will  be  served  in  the 
Formal  Lounge,  next  to  the 
Alumni  Hall  before  the  dinner 
itself.  Condes'  will  cater  the 
meal. 

A  set  script  will  be  used  so  that 
the  whole  affair  effects  a  play, 
with  audience  as  participants. 
There  will  be  background  music 
the  whole  time.  The  Madrigals, 
all  18  from  the  American  Con¬ 


servatory  of  Music,  will  propose  a 
toast  and  lead  the  songs  as  they 
mingle  with  the  guests.  The 
concert,  featuring  a  harpist  and 
organist  who  will  play  "Baroque 
Music"  will  add  spice  to  the 
classicals  by  Bach  and  the 
Christmas  Carols  of  the 
Madrigals. 

Ticket  sales  start  TODAY, 
DEC.  1.  The  Madrigal  Dinner  is  a 
major  campus  activity  and  all 
students,  faculty,  and  guests  are 
welcome  to  attend.  Total  cost  of 
the  dinner  and  concert  is  only 
$4.00  for  students  with  their 
Athletic  and  Activity  passes  and 
$6.00  for  faculty,  staff  and 
community  members.  Tickets 
may  be  purchased  at  the  Box 
Office  of  the  SFLC  building.  Only 
200  Tickets  will  be  available  at  a 
first-come-first-served  basis.

Construction  to  begin  in  '73 


Plans  Revealed  For 
P.E.  -  Recreation  Facility

Dean  R.  J.  Combs  revealed 
plans  for  the  new  physical 
education-recreation  facility, 
which  is  being  planned  by  a 
special  committee  formed  in 
October  of  1971.  After  careful 
studies  were  made,  Dean  Combs 
explained,  "Our  long  range  space 
and  facility  needs  studies  in¬ 
dicated  the  need  for  this  facility 
as  a  high-priority  item  at  the 
Calumet  Campus.  The  new 
facilities  will  be  used  to  present 
the  various  activities  programs 
in  physical  education  at  the 
Calumet  Campus  and  to  conduct 
intramural  activities  and 
recreational  program^.. 
Member  of  the  Physical 
Education-Recreation  Facility 
Building  Committee  are  ad¬ 
ministrators  Melvin  DeGraff, 
Richard  J.  Combs,  and  Larry 
Beck;  faculty  members  Robert 
Hayes,  Richard  Ordyna,  Gordon 


Rosenau,  and  Gloria  Smokvina; 
and  students  Debbie  McVey,  John 
Brown,  and  Harry  Feller. 

The  new  facility  will  be  located 
south  of  173rd  Street,  and  west  of 
the  Armory.  A  contract  for  the 
building  is  hoped  to  be  awarded 
in  June  of  1973;  construction  of 
the  facility  should  begin  im¬ 
mediately  thereafter. 

The  new  facility  will  have  a 
gym  with  three  basketball  courts 
in  order  that  three  intramural 
games  can  be  played 
simultaneously.  The  gym  may  be 
used  also  for  tennis,  volleyball,  or 
badminton.  Above  the  gym  will 
be  a  running  track  for  "exercise, 
not  competition."  The  new 
facility  will  also  have  a  swim¬ 
ming  pool  for  intercollegiate 
competition,  with  accomodations 
for  a  glass-enclosed  spectator 
section.  A  "unique  feature"  of  the 
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facility,  said  Dean  Combs,  is  that 
the  spectator  area  for  the  pool 
may  be  used  for  quiet  recreations 
including  ping-pong  or  shuf- 
fleboard,  when  the  bleachers  are 
folded  up.  The  new  facility  will 
include  an  "auxiliary  gym," 
smaller  than  the  main  gym,  to  be 
used  for  gymnastics,  dance  in¬ 
struction,  wrestling,  and 
perhaps,  tennis.  There  will  also 
be  accomodations  for  a  lecture 
hall,  class-rooms,  and  faculty 
offices.  There  will  also  be  a 
human  performance  lab,  a 
physical  training  lab,  a  weight 
lifting  room,  and  handball  courts. 
Dean  Combs  stressed  the  fact 
that  "this  is  a  facility  for  co-ed 
use." 

Plans  for  outside  the  facility 
include  twelve  to  fifteen  acres  of 
landscaping  and  tennis  or 
basketball  courts.  Also  being 
considered  are  accommodations 
for  an  ice-skating  rink.  Dean 
Combs  concluded  his  discussion 
of  the  new  P.  E. -Recreation 
Facility  with,  "Construction  of 
this  facility  will  greatly  enhance 
the  educational  endeavor  at  this 
campus." 


The  Lecture  and  Assembly 
Committee  will  present 
renowned  black  poet  and  writer 
Arna  Bontemps  December  6th,  at 
8  p.m.,  in  G-107. 

Arna  Bontemps'  first  literary 
piece  God  Sends  Sunday,  was 
published  in  1931.  It  marked  the 
beginning  of  a  succession  of  book 
publications  which  has  included 
novels  like  Black  Thunder, 
Drums  at  Dusk,  histories, 
biographies,  anthologies,  and 
books  for  young  people.  Among 
his  best  known  books  are  Story  of 
the  Negro  (winner  of  the  Jane 
Addams  award  in  1956),  100 


Years  of  Negro  Freedom, 
American  Negro  Poetry,  and 
Golden  Slippers  (an  Anthology  of 
Poetry  for  Young  People.)  In  his 
introduction  to  American  Negro 
Poetry,  Arna  Bontemps  asserts 
that  "Biack  poetry  and  Black 
music  and  Black  art  do  not  need 
to  seek  out  a  white  American 
mainstream ;  they  have  their  own 
mainstream." 

Within  recent  years,  Mr. 
Bontemps,  who  began  as  a  poet  of 
the  Harlem  Renaissance  and 
spent  the  1930's,  1940's,  and  1950's 
writing  prose  fiction  has  become 
an  editor  and  critic  of  "con¬ 
siderable  stature."  Mr.  Bon¬ 
temps  was  included  in  "Who's 
Who  in  America"  in  1940;  in  1946, 
Current  Biography  devoted  a 
page  to  his  life  and  works.  He  was 
entered  into  the  World  Book 
Encyclopedia  in  1947,  which 
expanded  into  the  1954  edition. 

He  became  a  member  of 
P.E.N.,  the  international 
association  of  writers  in  1958.  He 
was  elected  by  membership  vote 
into  the  Council  of  the  American 
Literary  Association  in  1953. 

Arna  Bontemps  was  appointed 
Professor  of  English  at  the 
University  of  Illinois,  Chicago 
Circle  Campus,  in  1967.  He 
received  an  appointment  as 
Lecturer  in  American  Studies, 
1969  70,  at  Yale  University.  Mr. 
Bontemps  completed  one  book  in 
1971:  Free  at  Last:  the  Life  of 
Frederick  Douglass.  Soon  to  be 
released  in  1972. ..The  Harlem 
Renaissance  Remembered: 
Essays  Edited  and  With  a 
Memoir  by  Arna  Bontemps  and 
Young  Books:  The  Early  Days  of 
Booker  T.  Washington.

It  is  unusual  and  difficult  for  an  editor  to  explain  to  the 
readers  what  it  feels  like  to  be  an  editor.  I  know-because  that 
is  what  I'm  trying  to  accomplish  in  this  article.  Being  an 
editor,  basically,  can  be  creatively  frustrating.  I  envision  the 
"Nexus"  to  look  as  interesting  to  read,  eye  catching,  and 
professional-looking  as  the  Chicago  "Today."  But  sometimes, 
on  "proofing  night"  -the  Thursday  night  before  the  paper 
comes  out  -  when  I  look  at  the  Xeroxed  sheets  of  what  tom¬ 
orrow  s  paper  is  supposed  to  look  like,  I  could  just  cry.  So 
could  Mrs.  Wilson  and  whoever  else  helps  proof  the  "little 
gem."  Gobs  of  white  space  ((what  do  we  fill  them  with?  some 
flowers?),  and  headlines  that  run  over,  and  irritating  little 
typographical  errors  hit  us  in  the  face.  But  somehow,  those 
people  who  come  to  proofing  manage  to  improvise  and  create 
something  to  make  the  "Nexus"  a  reality  the  next  day.  I  will 
never  forget  the  one  night  those  people  who  proofed  the 
"Nexus"  stayed  until  12:30  a.m.  for  the  final  proofs  of  the 
paper,  so  anxious  were  they  to  see  what  the  paper  would  look 
like.  And  then,  wouldn't  you  know  it?  The  printing  press  broke 
down  and  we  almost  had  a  mass  suicide.  But  a  few  en¬ 
terprising  staff  members  coerced  the  printers  into  "please, 
pretty  please"  run  this  paper  next  ("or  we  won't  leave  till  you 
do")  And  the  paper  did  come  out  that  Friday  as  planned  - 
eight  hours  late,  but  it  all  did  come  out. 

Other  frustrations  of  an  editor?  There's  usually  late  copy, 
which  is  no  one's  fault  if  the  news  takes  place  on  the  day  we  lay 
out  the  paper.  So  we  manage  to  fit  it  in  -  somehow.  But  when 
this  happens  (and  believe  me,  it  happens  often)  I'm  tempted  to 
keep  all  sharp  objects  (ie., pencils)  out  of  the  reach  of  our  lay¬ 
out  editor  for  fear  of  losing  another  valuable  staff  member. 

I  do  not  loosely  use  the  term  "valuable"  to  describe 
"Nexus"  staff  members.  Some  close  to  being  indispensable, 
particularly  those  that  make  the  paper  exciting  to  read  by 
writing  what  they  feel,  or  those  that  will  do  a  last-minute  story, 
with  nary  a  "I  think  I'm  going  to  kill  you,  Gini"  look.  (Or  at 
least  they  don't  do  it  in  front  of  me.  Such  willpower.) 

Some  readers  may  wonder:  "Is  there  any  personal 
satisfaction  in  being  an  editor?"  That  answer  depends  upon 
one's  definition  of  satisfaction,  i  myself  do  not  find  migraine 
headaches,  tears,  and  hair  pulling  satisfying.  But  yes,  there  is 
about  ten  minutes  of  satisfaction  when,  on  Friday,  I  note  that 
the  heads  in  the  lounge  are  buried  (alive,  hopefully)  in  fhe 
"Nexus."  Well,  I  think,  at  least  they're  reading  it  and  not  (I 
fervently  hope)  thinking  of  perforating  it,  putting  it  on  a  roll 
and  using  it  for  everyone-knows-waht.  For  that,  I  am,  satis 
fied.

We  would  like  to  make  a 
request  to  the  management  of 
Condes'  Restaurant  at  PUCC.  We 
like  the  food,  but  during  the  hours 
of  11:30  to  1:30,  especially  on 
Mondays,  Wednesdays,  and 
Fridays  a  person  could  starve  to 
death  waiting  to  put  their  order  in 
at  the  grill.  Something  should  be 
done  to  alleviate  the  long  wait  for 
hamburgers,  etc.  Instead  of 
waiting  for  each  separate  order, 
the  grill  staff  should  have  a 
certain  number  of  meat  patties 
grilling  during  this  lunch  rush 
hour.

Let  me  see  if  I  can  explain...

But  then  if  I  get 
to  thinking  about  how  I  look  to 
myself. ..sucking  on  a  stupid 
cigarette,  I  have  to  put  it  out. 
Or  sometimes  I  think  about 
how  unhealthy  it  is. ..if  nothing 
else.  For  instance,  I  think 
about  a  picture  I  saw  once  of  a 
smoker's  lungs  as  compared 
to  a  non-smoker's.  (The 
smoker's  were  all  black  and 
brown  like  a  burnt  piece  of 
meat,  whereas  the  the  non- 
smoker's  were  white  and  a 
thousand  times  clearer.)  Or  I 
think  about  the  research  I've

Everyone  from  the  Dean  on 
down  (status-wise)  wonders  why 
our  university  seems  so  disunited 
and/or  apathetic.

The  other  part  of  the  lounge 
area  -  the  T.V.  and  recreation 
area  is  just  a  little  softer  but  not 
much.  The  cushions  are  still 
plastic.  And  the  sections  of 
carpeting  look  like  mistakes  from 
a  liquidating  rug  company.  And  if 
it's  not  bad  enough  that  the 
lounge  area  is  sectioned  off  from 
the  main  concourse  with  those 
monstrous  draw-bridge  doors, 
the  main  lounge  area  itself  is 
sectioned  with  "things"  that 
were  made  for  the  express 
purpose  of  sectioning.  Even  our 
cafeteria  is  chopped  up  into 
divisions  with  wooden  dividers 
resembling  prison  bars  that  are 
harder  to  see  through  than  actual 
prison  bars  would  be.  Again  we 
are  divided.  (Purdue  must  be 


congratulated  on  helping  to  keep 
the  Calumet  area  segregated. 
Right  on  PUCCI) 

The  provisions  PUCC  has  made 
for  the  humanness  of  its  students 
strike  me  as  being  merely  after 
thoughts:  Token  accommodations 
for  whatever  needs  "young 
people"  are  supposed  to  have. 
.We  are  acamedicians  first, 
human  beings  l3st.  According  to 
this  school,  we  don't  get  hungry 
after  8:00  p.m.  and  we  don't  care 
to  see  too  much  of  other  people... 
We  face  forward  in  our 
classrooms  and  we  get  sectioned 
off  in  our  lounges  and  in  our 
cafeteria.  And  our  love  for  the 
"boob  tube"  is  satisfied  with  the 
presence  of  a  color  T.V.  (not  just 
black  and  white.)  Like,  we  really 
need  more  information  and  en¬ 
tertainment  poured  into  us.. 

We  have  no  outlet  or  format  for 
our  creativity.  We  can't  just  put 
up  posters  or  pictures  or  flowers 
anywhere  because  if  they're  not 
"approved  by  Student  Affairs' 
they'll  get  torn  down.  I  guess 
plastic  plants  and  flowers  are 
supposed  to  satisfy  whatever 
aesthetic  needs  we  have.  We 
can't  even  be  sloppy  for  very  long 
because  a  janitor  is  always  right 
there  cleaning  up  after  us. 

Besides  being  left  wanting  as 
human  beings,  we're  left  wanting 
as  students  as  well.  It  seems 
Purdue  Calumet  has  never  heard 
about  how  notoriously  poor 
college  students  are.  We  pay  for 
everything  from  the  $15.00  fee  for 
"activities"  to  $12.50  for  a  B-lot 
parking  sticker  (plus  the  gravel 
pits  in  the  south  lot  we've  got  to 
wade  through  when  it  rains)  to 
$1.25  an  hour  for  playing  pool  to 
the  money  we  have  to  dish  out  for 
the  crummy  food  in  the  cafeteria 
(where  breakfast  stops  at  10:00 
a.m.  and  lunch  stops  at  2:00  for 
chrissake! ) 

Yes  we  pay  alright,  we  pay 
dearly.  I'm  wondering  which 
came  first  here  at  Purdue,  the 
void  in  our  personalities  or  the 
void  in  the  atmosphere.  Look 
around  you.  Don't  you  feel  the 
coldness?  There's  no  warmth  in 
our  people  anymore,  they  all 
seem  suspicious  and  closed. 


Despite  all  of  the  bureaucratic 
coldness  that  has  pervaded  the 
growth  of  this  institution,  the 
people  here  still  need  to  be 
human...  warm  and  human.  The 
students  still  need  to  feel  loved 
and  touched  and  cared  about, 
even  if  they  do  appear  cold  and 
uncaring.  They  still  need  to  feel  a 
part  of  the  whole.  Purdue  seems 
to  have  forgotten  about  fulfilling 
human  needs,  and  the  students 
have  suffered  visibly  as  a  result. 

Purdue,  please  listen!  We  are 
not  inhuman.  We  are  people, 
human  beings  with  shape  and 
form  and  feelings  and  needs. 
We're  diverse  and  detailed.  We 
have  imaginations  and  emotions 
as  well  as  intellects.  We're  soft 
and  we're  warm  and  we're 
colorful.,  but  you're  allowing  us 
to  function  as  if  we  weren't. 
You're  destroying  our  dif¬ 
ferences  and  shearing  off  our 
personalities  and  stuffing  us  into 
cubicles  that  we  don't  even  un¬ 
derstand. 

Please,  don't  do  that  anymore. 
Can't  you  see  what's  hap¬ 
pening?

A  couple  of  years  ago,  I  wrote  a 
letter  to  John  Volpe,  Secretary  of 
Transportation,  asking  why  we 
were  still  building  six-lane  high¬ 
ways  all  over  the  country,  instead 
of  concentrating  on  mass  trans¬ 
portation.  Someone  in  his  office 
sent  a  reply  that  mentioned 
'more  and  more  cars'  and 
'national  defense'  (to  move  the 
troops  quickly). 

Since  then,  I've  written 
suggesting  he  send  a  certain 
Coast  Guard  admiral  to  Siberia 
(not  answered),  and  just 
recently,  on  October  30,  I  sent  a 
letter  concerning  the  Chicago 
commuter  train  wreck.  It  wasn't 
a  very  friendly  letter,  but  I  felt  it 
was  justified.  Before  you  read  it, 
consider  these  facts: 

1.  We  have  36  thousand  miles  of

interstate  highways.  About  15 
percent  of  these  highways  carry 
80  percent  of  the  traffic.  The 
other  80  percent  of  the  system  is 
used  mostly  by  truckers  and 
tourists. 

2.  If  your  city  has  a  traffic 
problem  (and  all  cities  have)  you 
can  do  one  of  two  things.  Build  a 
mass  transit  system  and  get  the 
cars  off  the  streets.  You  would 
have  to  do  this  with  little  or  no 
help  from  the  Federal  govern¬ 
ment.  Or  you  could  build  another 
big  expressway  into  the  heart  of 
your  city.  The  Federal  govern¬ 
ment  will  pay  90  percent  of  that 
cost. 

3.  It  costs  $5-1/2  million  to  build 
a  mile  of  six-lane  highway  in  an 
urban  area.  It  only  costs  $400 
thousand  to  build  a  mile  of

Ed  &  Rex:  Super

If 
you  haven't  heard  them  perform 
at  the  Chez  (or  before  that  at  the 
Old  Town  Tap)  maybe  you've 
heard  them  here  at  Purdue  one  of 
the  times  they  have  given  a  show 
for  the  students. 

I  felt  that  something  more  than 
just  an  engagement  at  a  night 
club  was  going  to  end,  perhaps 
their  career  together  was  coming 
to  a  close  as  well.  I  have  no 
reason  to  believe  that,  but 
whether  or  not  my  suspicions  will 
prove  right  isn't  the  point.  I  just 
thought  it  would  be  a  good  idea  to 
say  something  about  these  two 
men.  Just  in  case  you've  never 
heard  of  Ed  or  Rex  or  worse  yet, 
never  get  to  hear  them. 

I  went  to  the  Chez  on  the 
evening  of  Rex  8,  Ed's  last 
performance.  And  since  I  arrived 
there  early  I  got  to  hear  people 
talking  about  how  they  had  come 
especially  to  hear  Ed  &  Rex  one 
last  time  and  about  how  un¬ 
fortunate  it  was  that  it  was  their 
last  night  and  "theyre  so.  good, 
aren't  they?"  The  women  seemed 
more  open  with  their  admiration 
than  the  men. ..after  all  Rex  Berg 
and  Ed  Sterbenc  are  two  hand¬ 
some  men. 

Our  duo's  repertoire  consists  of 
songs  ranging  from  "Bridge  Over 
Troubled  Waters"  By  Simon  and 
Garfunkel  to  "Talking  Candy  Bar 
Blues"  by  Paul  Stookey.  Ed  sings 
in  a  strong  and  sometimes  tender 
tenor  voice  and  plays  a  bass  fid 
die.  Rex  sings  in  a  rich  deep  bass 


voice  and  plays  both  the  six 
and  the  twelve-string  guitar. 
Beautifully.  They  blend  and 
weave  together  and  compliment 
each  other...  they're  terrific  to 
listen  to. 

While  both  are  personable  men, 
Ed  seems  to  be  more  socially 
extroverted  (in  a  sense)  than 
Rex.

And  his 
creativity  also  comes  out  in  his 
paintings  and  his  playing  of 
flamenco  guitar  music. 

Ed  and  Rex  are  both  men  of 
strong  personalities.  And  even 
though  those  personalities  aren't 
the  same,  they  get  along 
tremendously  together.  They 
admire  each  other  not  only  as 
human  beings  but  also  as  fine 
musicains.  They've  sung 
together  for  over  five  and  a  half 
years  now  and  they've  never 
missed  a  job.  With  broken  limbs, 
influenza,  and  newly  extracted 
teeth,  they've  made  it  to  every 
show  they've  ever  promised  to 
do.

New  Course  Stresses 
Reading  Comprehension 


What  kind  of  reader  are  you? 
An  effective  student  reader  is 
able  to  read  the  lines  -  in  a  text¬ 
book,  an  article,  an  editorial.  He 
knows  what  the  author  says  by 
determining  the  main  idea  of  a 
selection .  and  recognizing  the 
details  which  support  the 
author's  intended  message.  The 
critical  reader  goes  beyond  the 
author's  statement.  He  not  only 
reads  the  lines  -  he  reads  between 
the  lines.  He  determines  what  it 
means.  He  learns  to  detach 
himself  from  the  author's 
viewpoint  and  to  critically  ask 
such  questions  as:  Are  the 
statements  facts  or  opinion? 
What  is  the  author's  bias?  How  is 
the  author  qualified  to  write  this 
particular  material?  Do  I  accept, 
reject,  or  defer  judgment  on  the 
author's  conclusions?  What  in¬ 
ferences  might  I  draw  from,  what 
analogies  or  cause-effect 
relationships  might  I  discover  in 
the  reading?  What  is  the 
"relationship,  if  any,  of  the 
author's  ideas  to  my  own  ex¬ 
perience  to  my  previous 
readings? 

The  English  Department  of 
Purdue  Calumet  annouces 
English  285:  Critical  Reading,  an 
advanced  close  reading  course, 
stressing  comprehension  in 
subject  area  and  practical  prose 
materials,  designed  to  com¬ 
plement  and  enhance  the  com¬ 
petence  acquired  in  English  185: 
Developmental  Reading.  Critical 
Reading  offers  training  in  the 
analysis  and  evaluation  skills 
which  enable  the  reader  to  make 
rational  judgments,  based  on 
valid  criteria,  about  both  the 
content  and  style  of  writings 


ranging  from  textbook  to  ad¬ 
vertisement  to  editorial.  Critical 
reading  is  dependent  on  the 
accurate  work  perception  and 
skillful  interpretation  of 
language  taught  in  Develop¬ 
mental  Reading,  but  goes  beyond 
these  processes  to  include 
thoughtful  reactions  to  what  is 
read.  The  critical  reader  is  able 
to  adjust  to  criteria  he  uses  for 
analysis  and  evaluation  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  type  of  material 
and  his  purpose  for  reading.  The 
ultimate  aim  of  critical  reading  is 
to  convert  the  student's  relation 
with  a  book  from  a  monologue, 
where  he  is  simply  a  passive, 
unselective,  readily  attentive 
recipient  of  the  author's  words, 
into  a  dialogue,  where  he  is  ac¬ 
tive,  alert,  inquiring,  logical,  and 
judicious.  Critical  Reading,  as 
defined  in  this  course,  is  an  in- 
depth  method  of  reading  not  to  be 
confused  with  the  study  of 
theories  of  literary  criticism. 

English  285  will  be  taught  by 
Professor  Peggy  Moran,  who  has 
spent  recent  years  doing  ex¬ 
tensive  research  and  course  work 
in  college  level  reading.  Her 
particular  area  of  concentration 
has  been  studying  the  com¬ 
positional  patterns  and  rhetorical 
techniques  which  appear  in  the 
textbook  writing  of  different 
subject  areas  -  the  physical 
scences,  the  social  sciences, 
technology,  and  the  humanities. 
She  will  approach  Critical 
Reading  with  particular  attention 
to  the  logical  thinking,  the  in¬ 
sights,  and  the  techiniques 
needed  to  assimilate  textbook 
material.

On  Monday  November  20, 1972  I 
arrived  home  from  class  and 
discovered  that  my  house  and  car 
keys  were  missing.  I  borrowed 
my  brother's  keys  and  returned 
to  Purdue.  I  went  into  the  G 
building  hoping  that  my  keys 
would  be  on  the  couch  where  I 
had  been  sitting.  I  could  not  find 
them,  so  I  went  over  to  the 
switchboard  operator  and  asked 
her  to  call  safety  and  security. 
Within  five  to  ten  minutes  I  had 
my  keys  returned  to  me  and  I  was 


on  my  way  home.  This  is  just  one 
of  the  many  services  performed 
by  the  Campus  Police.  Other 
services  include  jumping 
student's  cars  in  the  winter, 
unlocking  students  keys  from 
their  cars,  or  maybe  helping  a 
girl  change  a  flat  tire. 

Many  students  think  of  the 
Campus  Police  as  Night  Watch¬ 
men  ten  or  fifteen  years  back 
in  time,  but  in  reality  they  are 
human  beings  just  like  you  or  I. 
They  are  gaining  recognition  and 


hope  to  be  recognized  as 
professionals.  Their  job  entails 
the  same  thing  as  a  plumber  or 
an  electrician.  They  must  be 
specialized  in  their  field  in  order 
to  fulfill  their  job  to  the  fullest.  In 
order  to  be  a  Campus  Policeman 
they  must  pass  a  series  of  tests 
and  a  six-week  training  course  at 
the  Indiana  Law  Enforcement 
Academy,  as  established  by  the 
1971  Indiana  Legislature.  The

Thanks  to  the  efforts  of  John 
Thellmann  and  other  members  of 
the  General  Assembly,  plus  the 
signatures  of  hundreds  of 
students,  the  new  calendar 
(Lafayette-type)  was  adopted 
earlier  this  semester.  But  some 
faculty  members  didn't  like  the 
decision  and  submitted  to  the 
Council  of  Faculty  Delegates  a 
signed  petition  to  reconsider  their 
decision.  These  faculty  members 
contended  that  they  would  not 
get  to  be  with  their  children  as 
often  as  they  would  like  to  under 
the  new  calendar  schedule.  So 
all  of  Purdue  Calumet's  faculty 
voted  and  sent  in  their  ballots. 
The  vote  resulted  in  95  in  favor 
of  the  calendar  change  and  44  op¬ 
posed. ..so  the  majority  of  the 
faculty  supported  the  previous 
decision  for  Purdue  Calumet  to 
go  to  the  new  calendar.

establish  better  working  con¬ 
ditions  with  the  students.  The 
staff  consists  of  15  people  that 
include  Chief  Korlin,  one 
Sergeant,  6  full-time  officers,  5 
student  patrolmen,  and  2 
secretaries.  The  main  purpose  of 
the  department  is  to  survey  the 
parking  lot  and  maintain  order. 
Also,  they  work  with  the  student 
patrol  in  order  to  establish  a 
better  relationship  between 
students  and  the  department. 
Monthly  meetings  are  held  to 
correct  any  problems  that  may 
exist.  Chief.  Korlin  said  that 
anyone  who  would  like  to  attend  a 
meeting  is  more  than  welcome. 

The  Department  has  the  power 
of  arrest  and  may  use  it  when 
necessary.  They  patrol  the 
following  area  and  may  issue 
tickets  for  any  violations. 
Campus  area  includes  adjacent 
streets,  169th  from  Woodmar  to 
Wicker  Avenue,  169th  to  173rd, 
173rd  East  to  the  Armory,  from 
the  Armory  West  to  Wood  mar 
Avenue,  173rd  North  to  Purdue, 
and  all  of  Ontario  Street.  If  a 
Policeman  witnesses  an  incident 
of  some  nature  (for  example,  a 
robbery  or  sex  offense),  he  has 
the  authority  to  follow  that 
person  or  car  out  of  the  area, 
notify  the  local  police  depart¬ 
ment,  and  make  the  arrest. 

The  department  has  fines  set 
up  for  any  violations  committed 
by  a  student.  Improper  Parking 
is  fined  on  a  graduated  scale  as 
follows:  one  dollar  for  the  first 
ticket,  two  dollars  for  the  second, 
three  for  the  third,  and  five 
dollars  after  the  third  violation.  A 
person  having  no  parking  permit 
will  pay  a  fine  of  five  dollars.  A 
person  has  five  days  to  file  an 
appeal,  or  to  pay  for  the  ticket.  If 
an  appeal  is  not  filed  or  the  ticket 
is  not  paid,  a  letter  will  be  sent  to 
the  student,  and  an  allowance  of 
ten  more  days  will  be  given  to 
pay  the  ticket.  If  his  appeal  is

denied  by  the  Student  Court,  a 
five  dollar  encumbrance  fee  will 
be  placed  upon  him.  All  of  the 
money  collected  from  the  fines 
are  put  into  a  capital  fund  for  new 
parking  lots  and  any  main¬ 
tenance  that  may  be  needed. 
Chief  Korlin  also  stated  that  if 
any  group  would  like  an  officer  to 
come  to  talk  to  their  organization 
about  the  duties  of  the  patrolmen 
or  the  functions  of  the  depart¬ 
ment,  to  come  over  to  the 
department  and  one  will  be 
assigned.  If  you  ever  have  a 
problem  of  any  kind,  the 
patrolmen  are  always  there  and 
waiting  to  help.  I  also  think  you 
will  find  that  they  are  pretty  nice 
guys  to  talk  to. 
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Most  Valuable  Player  of  the 
American  League  -  Dick  Allen 
of  the  White  Sox-who  else? 

Allen  was  regarded  as  a  shoo-in 
for  the  honor  from  August  til  the 
end  of  the  season.  It's  un¬ 
believable,  therefore,  that 
anyone  else  was  able  to  gather 
any  votes.  It  is  my  opinion  that 
there  was  no  one  in  the  American 
League  worthy  of  finishing,  even 
fourth,  to  Allen.  In  other  words, 
there  shouldn't  have  been  a 
second  place  finish  for  Joe  Rudi 
of  the  Oakland  A's,  there  should 
have  just  been  Dick  Allen,  period. 
After  all,  there  was  no  other 
player  in  the  league  who  was 
more  valuable  to  his  team,  totally 
than  Allen  was  to  the  White  Sox. 

And  what  about  Billy  Williams 
of  the  Cubs?  Nothing  like  getting 
the  shaft  is  there!  Granted, 
Johnny  Bench,  the  Most  Valuable 
award  winner  is  an  outstanding 
athlete,  but,  he's  no  Billy 
Williams.  It's  a  shame  that  the 
Cubs  didn't  make  it  to  the  series, 
otherwise  Mr.  Williams  would 


now  be  wearing  the  Most 
Valuable  Player  crown. 

Football:  I  think  it's  time  that 
George  Halas,  owner  of  the 
Chicago  Bears,  sit  up  and  take 
notice  since  his  team  is  once 
again  stinking  up  the  National 
Football  League.  Mr.  Halas  must 
have  put  a  padlock  on  his  wallet 
and  thrown  away  the  key,  mainly 
because  there  is  no  one  in  pro 
sports  more  afraid  to  spend 
money  on  talent  than  he  is.  Check 
it  out,  in  the  last  ten  years,  how 
many  of  the  Bears  first  round 
draft  choices  have  made  it?

Gibron,  head  coach  of  the  Bears. 
For  the  past  three  weeks  he  has 
accepted  the  blame  for  the  Bears' 


losses.  "Blame  it  on  me,  it's  my 
fault",  has  been  Abes'  words. 
Sure,  Abe,  it's  your  fault  that  Ron 
Smith  drops  punts,  that  Bobby 
Douglas  makes  pitch-outs  to 
running  backs  who  have  fallen 
trying  to  get  started,  and  that  the 
Bear  backs  block  like  vegetables.

This  year  the  Purdue-Cal  soccer 
team  went  0-10.

It 
sure  makes  you  wonder  what 
kind  of  talent  the  rest  of  the  state 
had.

Cal  basketball  teams'  schedule 
was  anything  but  easy.
